It appears th at all of the robbers have 
not yet been landed in the County Jail. 
Two of them operated last night near the 
corner of Rose and Davis street* and 
their victim was E. L. Humble, an em ­ 
ploye of the railroad com pan j r .

had just returned from a trip and was 
p ro c e e d in g to his room at No. 26 Davis 
street, with an um brella in one hand 
and his gripsack in the other. Ju st as 
he reached the vicinity of the corner of 
Rose a n d D avíb streets he was suddenly 
c o n fro n te d b y tw o m e n , one of whom 
pointed a lar^re re v o lv e r a t his head and 
demanded t h a t h e g iv e u p h is valuables.

He thought of this and 
was about to offer resistance when the 
man with the revolver struck him on the 
forehead, stunning him slightly. 
He 
possessed en o u g h presence of 
mind, 
however, to turn the side pocket with 
the $9 toward them and when they had 
succeeded in extracting that sum the a p ­ 
pearance of some other parties on the 
street frightened them and they ran np 
the street. One of them had a handker­ 
chief tied over his face, but Mr. Humble 
thinks he can recognize them . 
H e has 
two ugly cuts on his forehead, but re­ 
gards himself as fortunate in not losing 
the gold. 


BROOK’á BURGLARS. 


T hey Seem to be C onsid erably Ma­ 
nieron*. 
W hether it is because the Hon. J. Ma­ 
rion Brooks wears the outward semblance 
of a man of means, or w hether it is be­ 
cause some evil genius guides his feet in 
dangerous paths, the deponent saith n o t; 
but certain it is that the festive footpad 
and the blithesome burglar have marked 
him out as a prey worthy of their atten­ 
tion. If one attem pt to hold him np and 
two successive burglaries of his house 
were not sufficient to dem onstrate this, a 
second holding-up and a third burglary 
should lay all doubts to rest.

Fortunately for the 
robber there was no gun in his victim ’s 
pocket, and resistance was rendered still 
the less desirable, as Mr. Brooks had 
learned by his former experience that it 
was well not to carry any wealth in hie 
clothes 
when 
tramping 
homeward 
through the night. Therefore he yielded 
graciously to his would-be despoiler’s 
designs and laughed at bis discomfiture. 
On parting he warned the nocturnal 
prowler that he wonld be prepared to 
meet him on an equal footing the next 
time he passed that w ay; hence the per­ 
mit to carry a gun. 
The last burglary of Mr. Brook’s prem­ 
ises took place on Thursday night, when 
thieves entered the house and carried 
away the children’s savings, his wife’s 
ring and several minor articles of more 
or less value. 
After one or two visits 
from these gentry, a family does not 
usually leave many valuables around 
within reach, and this was the case at 
the Brooks mansion.

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THE HANKINS CASE. 
Testimony of Witnesses for 
the Prosecution. 


MBS. EVERSON ON THE STAND. 


Tfce £•■ of the Deceased Tells all 
He &aew About the Affair 
at Florence. 


The Hankins murder trial is still oc­ 
cupying the attention of Judge Cheney 
and a jury, and will very likely continue 
aver the greater part of next week. The 
irst witness called was W. H. Dake, who 
aaid he saw the body of Everson on the 
•▼eningof June 19th. It was lying in 
the road. The wife of the deceased and 
several other persons were there. He 
and his wife were playing croquet in his 
yard, when he heard a shot and a scream. 
He dropped his mallet and went over to 
the spot. The body was lying in the road 
face downward. Perhaps five minutes 
alter he reached the dead body of Ever- 
aea he saw Hankins iu a wagon. He had 
eome from his premises and drove west. 
Me assisted in removing the body to the 
steps of the deceased’s residence. He 
discovered no wound until the body was 
being washed preparatory to its being 
prepared for burial. He then saw a 
wound on the left arm below the shoul 
der. Borne one keDt a watch over the 
body from the time it was picked up from 
the road until the coroner arrived. When 
the witness first saw the body blood was 
oozing from the mouth and he supposed 
that was where the bullet was received. 
Bat later developments proved his mis­ 
take. 
G. A. Blakeslee, Sr., was next called. 
He had known Everson for eighteen 
months before his death. Witness saw 
the body of deceased on the porch of his 
bouse. Examined the body for wounds. 
Found one abont two and a half inches 
from the left arm-pit. It was a hole 
large enough for the witness to insert his 
index finger. There was no other wound, 
He was at the post-mortem examina­ 
tion: saw a physician search for the 
wound. He saw the physician cut the 
chest, but did not remain in the room. 
Hiss Elvina EaBt testified : I reside in 
Florence. I knew William Everson. I 
know Erastus Hankins by sight. I saw 
him about 7 o’clock on the evening 
•f July 19.h. It was twilight. He was 
driving into the yard of the elder Han­ 
kins. He was aloné. I was at the front 
gate. 
Miss Jennie Hankins was with 
me. Abont at that time I saw Evereon 
loading two horses. He was going east. 
Ten or fifteen minutes later I saw Han­ 
kins and his brother in a buggy going 
west. 1 did not hear the shot that killed 
Everson. 
(The cross-examination de­ 
veloped nothing new.) I talked about 
ten minutes with Jennie Hankies. 
Everson, when I first saw him, was 
leading his horses toward Clark’s store. 
Miss Nina Vance said she knew Ever 
non. She saw his dead body in the road 
the day he was killed. She saw the de­ 
fendant on that evening, and hearing the 
«hot went to where the body lay in 
the road. Mrs. Everson and Joseph 
Hankins were the only persons near the 
body when she arrived. Two ladies 
eocom pauied her to the scene. The 
body was lying lengthwise in the road. 
J>r. W. G. Cochrane said he was a 
«elative by marriage to Dr. Wallace. The 
latter is now in Kentucky. He left for 
there six weeks ago. This witness was 
introduced by the prosecution to locate 
the whereabouts of Dr. Wallace, who had 
been desired for a witness in the case. 
Miss Vance recalled : Said she did not 
■ee Hankins, the defendant, that even­ 
ing. The deceased had on his workiug 
clothes. She did not see any weapons 
cn or near the oody. 
Mrs. Nannie Webb, of Florence, said 
she knew Everson. She saw his body 
in the roadway at Florence on the even­ 
ing of Jane 19th last. It was lying 
lengthwise in the road, and five or six 
feet from a large pepper tree. The 
shonlders were about opposite the trunk 
of the tree. 
She heard the shot and heard the 
«cream. 8he went to the spot with Mrs. 
▼anee, Mrs. Clark and her Bon Ernest. 
There were several persons near the 
body when they got there. There were 
two horses standing near the body— 
three or four feet away. They had har­ 
ness on. 
Afternoon Mission. 
Constable Blakeslee was called at the 
afternoon session. He testified as to re­ 
ceiving the revolver that was used on the 
fatal evening. It was given to him by 
the elder Hankins at his (Hankins’) res­ 
idence, just after the killing. Coroner 
Meredith handed him the revolver. It 
was a Colt’s make. He kept it until the 
next day and banded it back to the Cor­ 
oner. Mr. Damron here handed the wit­ 
ness the revolver that Hankins U9ed in 
the killing of Everson. The witness 
identified it as the one given him by the 
Coroner. 
Josiah Russell said he had lived at 
Florence for twenty years, and ho knew 
William Everson, and saw the body of 
the deceasad on the night of the 19th. 
It was lying on the porch of the Everson 
residence. The witness h ai examined 
the body and noticed the wound on the 
arm.Coroner Meredith was called. He said 
the revolver he received was a large one 
—44 or 46 calibre. He received it at old 
Joseph Hankin’s honse. The witness 
«aid he could not tell whether it was 
loaded or not when he first received it, 
Dr. Wallace made tbe post-mortem ex­ 
amination of the body. The pistol never 
poseed ont of his hands from the time he 
flrst received it until he turned it over to 
mm officer of the coart. 
Mr. Meredith asked to correct his state­ 
ment regarding the revolver. He said 
he gave it to a constable and that official 
brought it to Los Angeles. 
Ernest Clark, a lad of 14, said he eaw 
Everson a few mommts before he was 
killed. Everson was watering his horsoH 
at the well near Clark’s store. Ever 
aon’s little boy was with him. After the 
horses were watered the owner started 
borne with them. The little boy was left 
behind and watered his cow. A short 
time later—two minutas—he heard a shot 
fired. The witness then went to where 
the body of Everson lay. He caught the 
horses that Everson had been leading. 
They Were inside of thirty feet away from 
where the body lay. Mrs. Everson was 
near the body and was screaming. Old 
man Hankins stood near the body. 
Everson’s little boy also stood near the 
body as it lay in the road. While Ever­ 
son was watering his horses at the well, 
old Mr. Hankine was also there, and the 
two engaged in a friendly conversation. 
A moment later the two walked off .to­ 
gether. 
Dr. Cochrane was recalled and w u 
aaked « question relating to his opinion 
m to tho result el a «hot such aa had 


been received by Everson. The qneetion 
was ruled ont of order and the witness 
wan withdrawn. 
Mrs. Wm. Everson testified that her 
husband had come to hia death on June 
19th last. She had been married 13 
years and had a boy 11 years old. Her 
husband was 38 years of age at the time 
of his death. She had lived in the StAte 
three years and in the county two years. 
On the day in question she had seen the 
defendant drive away from his home 
about 3 o’clock in the afternoon, and bad 
seen him drive in his father’s driveway 
about 7 o’clock that evening. Ten min­ 
utes afterwards she heard a shot fired, 
and five minutes later she saw him drive 
away with his brother in another direc­ 
t ion. After she heard the shot she heard 
her little boy cry and ran out to see 
what was the matter. She ran to where 
the body of her husband lay and found 
that he was dead. The horses were near 
by. standing quietly, looking at the body, 
which lay on its side, with the left arm 
extending upward. 
The lines of tLe 
horses were by the side of the body. 
Mr. Joseph Hankins was the only one 
who was near the body when she ar­ 
rived. 
Earl Everson testified that he had 
seen his father in the road, dead, on 
June 19th. A few minutes before he had 
seen his father at a well, watering his 
horses. They had been stacking hay 
that day, and having finished the work 
went to the well. The boy had the cow 
and remained at the well after his father 
had left with Mr. Joseph Hankins, who 
had also been at the well. He had not 
seen Erastus Hankins that evening. 
At this pomt the case was continued 
until to-morrow morning at 9:30 o’clock. 
The prosecution announced that it had 
five or six more witnesses to examine in 
this line of testimony. 
HACK CHARGES. 
An Effort to Prevent Extortion* by 
Drivers. 
A few days since a lady engaged a 
hack at the Southern Pacific depot, and 
was driven to her residence on Fort 
street. For this she was charged $5, 
whereas the amount should have been 
bnt $1. She lodged complaint at the 
police station, and said she could identify 
the hack and the man who induced her 
to engage it. The back was found, but 
the driver and owner of the carriage was 
not the man of whom she engaged the 
ride. An investigation of the matter 
showed that she was not the only one 
who of late has been made the victim of 
the grasping hack driver, and the honest 
individuals engaged in the profession are 
as anxious as are the officers that this 
business shall be stopped. It appears 
that there are qnite a number of hack 
drivers in the city who do not hesitate to 
overcharge passengers when they have a 
ceance, and to make detection difficult 
they are in the habit of paying commis­ 
sions to men who will procure them 
passengers.

When caught in the act of overcharging 
the tine is generally bnt $5 and for this 
they do not care. In some cities licenses 
are taken away from those who violate 
the ordinances, and it is suggested that 
an ordinance be framed here that will 
force the grasping drivers into obeying 
the law. The honest drivers are as 
anxious for this as the public and state 
that they will endeavor to have the law 
carried oat if passed. 
THE OIL SUPPLY. 
Tbe Demand (¿rowing: «really in 
Tbls Section. 
“There is only half enough petroleum 
produced here to supply the demands of 
Los Angeles,’’ said an oil magnate to 
a H « bal'd reporter yesterday afternoon 
daring a conversation on the fnel Bupply. 
At the present time the city is consum­ 
ing an average of 300 barrels a day and 
if we could ship in three times that num­ 
ber we could dispose of them all in this 
section. Over twenty applications for 
oil have been received from steamers 
and tugs since the law permitting them 
to burn oil as fnel was passed, bat we 
cannot supply them as we must attend to 
the wants of the town first. There is no 
doubt that we must sink more wells for 
as we get about $2 a barrel you can get a 
good idea what there is in the business.’’ 
“ Are there not a number of wells be­ 
ing bored now,” asked the reporter? 
“Yes, I think there are twelve in all. 
Let me see—Hodgson & Stewart are 
sinking four, Wm. Lacey three, the 
Pacific Coast Oil Company two, Mc- 
Dougall, Walker & Adams 1, and the 
Whittier people 1—that makes twelve 
doesn’t it?” 
“ About how many barrels does a well 
give out a day,” was the next question 
by the news-gatherer? 
“ It is impossible to say,” was the re­ 
ply.” Some of the wells I have named 
may give no oil at all, others three 
hundred barrels a day, while there is a 
possibility of running the total up to the 
famour Baker well in Russia which gives 
50.000 barrels a day, but I need scarcely 
sav it is very unlikely that our wellB 
will ever play the limit. Good-day,” 
concluded t'ne speaker hastily, as he 
waved his hand frantically at a passing 
street-car and then plunged into the 
mud and waded out to it.

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BIGHT OF WAY. 
Proteat A gainst the Pine Street 
H eate. 
A delegation of citizens interested ii 
that portion of the city which will be 
affected if the Southern Pacific Compan> 
is permitted to reach Alameda etreei 
from San Pedro by the way of Pine streei 
instead of by one of the lines across tin 
Briswalter tract, called upon us yester 
day and showed us the following protest 
which was at the time signed by sonu 
three hundred interested parties, am 
would contain a great many more before­ 
being presented to the Council to-moi 
row. We give the text of the protest 
alone, because the signatures are not yet 
all in. It is as follows: 
To the Honorable Council of the City of /,o« 
Angeles: 
GaNTLEMEN—WhereaF, a petition is now be­ 
fore your honorable body from the Souther 
Pacific Company, whereby said company's 
effort*, for a franchise for railroad tracks alonp 
the line of Pine street, from San Pedro street 
to Alameda stioetare renewed: 
Therefore, we, your undersigned petitioners, 
being property holders in that Immediate vi­ 
cinity and in tho territory affected by the grant­ 
ing of such franchise, do most earnestly pro 
testagaim-t the prayer of said petition ana do 
hereby ask your honorable body to withhold 
said 
wit: franthise, for the following reasons, to 
First, If such franchise be granted, the per­ 
petual blockade of San Pedro street will he 
assured, as nearly one mile cf track will remain 
thereon. 
Second, The right of way called for by said 
franchise crosses three 80 foot and nine GO foot 
streets, and six alleys. 
Third, It will be much better to hare the 
track remain as at. present, tr.au to accept the 
proposed change. 
Fourth, A right of wav has been tendered 
the Southern Paclfl*: Company acrom the Brls 
waiter vineyard free of cost to said company. 
Fifth, The Briswalter route, if adopted, will 
eauae less damage to property interests, will 
prove less dangerous and is in every way more 
practicable than the Pine street route. 
Sixth The difference in valuation oí prop­ 
erty affected will be at least $1,000,000. 
Your petitioners would uriber state that In 
opposing the petition of the southern Pacific 
Company they arc not actuated by aoy narrow- 
miuaod policy, nor by renson of any’ hostility 
to railroads, nor aro they ignorant of ihc ben-'- 
flts naturally accruing through judirioua rail­ 
way enterprise; but they are strongly of the 
opinirn and belief that the bett interests of 
our city will b* beat served by n resolute denial 
of the application for the 1’iue street franchise; 
and so wo, your petitioners, v, ill ever humbly 
pray.The delegation said that it is the in­ 
tention of making San Pedro street one 
of the fine boulevards of the city, leading 
to Vernoq and Harmony. They have al­ 
ready received the signatures of property 
holders representing L’0,000 feet of front­ 
age on the street,agreeing to give enough 
ground to widen it to 110 feet the whole 
way, if the railroad is removed from it. 
Thev propose to have the street speedily 
graded and otherwise improved, so as to 
make it cne of the most desirable drive­ 
ways out of the city. This, they say, can 
be easily accomplished, because the 
street is of porous sand and almost en­ 
tirely destitute of clay or adobe 
that turns into mud when it rains. 
They say that on the faith of Mr. 
Lunt’s letter they have raised the money 
required to purchase the Briswalter 
route, and are ready to present it free to 
the railroad, and that good faith on the 
part of the company ought to make it 
carry out the proposition of its agent, 
upon which they have acted. They de­ 
clare that they are auxiouB that the rail­ 
road should have every facility possible 
to reach the new depot, but they protest 
that if there are several routes, the one 
most advantageous to the pdople and tho 
city, and not disadvantageous to the 
company, ought to be selected.

rieinity to join with him in keeping out 
the road on the plea that it was intended 
to put switching yards on the avenues, 
md thereby injufe the realty there. Mr, 
Spillman did not know exactly what his 
opponents’ plans were, but he surmised 
that they would endeavor to enjoin him 
the next day, so he made preparations 
to defend himself as well as possible. 
He went down to Santa Monica early the 
next morn ng and told his men that, he 
wanted them to get the road on to the 
bluff as quickly as possible. The boys

No effort was 
made to do anything but just place the 
rails so that an engine coulrl pass over 
them, and cribbing and all the other de­ 
vices known in the profession were 
brought into use with good effect. At 1 
o’clock the last rail was set and fifteen 
minntes later the first engine had 
steamed on to the terminus at the bluff, 
and was shrilly announcing itself to the 
citizens. When the 2 o’clock train ar­ 
rived over the Southern Pacific’s track, 
off it jumped a number of individuals 
with the documents of enjoinment, but 
they could not stop Mr. Spillman’s road 
from going to the bluff, as it was already 
there, so they had to retire and vent 
their spleen in an apostrophe to the 
sad bchi waves. The citizens of Santa 
Monica showed in the evening how glad 
they were to get their new medium of 
traffic by burning bonfires all over the 
town. An enthusiastic delegation went 
to Mr. Spillman’s residence and presented 
his wife with some very handsome floral 
tokens, after which Mr. Spillman was 
called on for a speech and replied in a 
very graceful manner. In referring to 
the episode of the morning he assured 
his auditors that the company had no 
intention at all of putting switching yards 
on Ocean avenue, a statement which was 
received with joy by all the property- 
holders interested. 
The road will he opened for traffic in 
the early part of January. 


ftlorlda Fruit R ein* Sold 
P acific Ooant. 
“ Do you know that Florida oranges 
are being sold on the Pacific coast,” said 
a broker of the yellow fruit to a H erald 
man yesterday. “A friend of mine in 
Portland, Ore., is expecting a carload 
every day, and from advices received 
from Sacramento I understand that some 
are due there. One reason for this is 
that the Florida orange ripens a good 
deal earlier than does the fruit on the 
trees here, but that is not the only cause, 
the most important one being as regards 
the price. The crop in Florida was a 
very heavy one this year and I am in­ 
formed that about 8,500 carloads will he 
packed, or in the neighborhood of 2,500,­ 
000 boxes. As a result the prices have 
been rather low and Florida oranges are 
being sold at auction in Chicago at from 
$1.60 to $1.70 a box. Now our growers 
cannot commence to compete with these 
figures. In the first place we will only 
produce about 25,000 carloads, or 750,000 
boxes, and very few men will sell at less 
than $1 a box on the tree, while some 
want $2, and others even more. It is 
very hard to anticipate the market price 
and I will tell you something that may 
surprise you, and 
that 
is that 
Los Angeles 
county oranges very 
often bring a better price right 
here in the city of L ob Angeles than they 
do in Chicago. The reason for this I can 
soon explain. A small grower comes 
into town with say ten or twenty boxes, 
which he proceeds to peddle among the 
fruit stands and stores. He makes up 
his mind that they are worth a certain 
figure, enough to compensate him for 
his labor in producing them, and he wfll 
not part with them until he has got it. 
Now, take the big shipper, tio to him 
when he has a carload on the track, and 
ask him what he will take for the ship­ 
ment. In ail probability he will tell 
you ‘2.50 a box.’ Now that fruit goes 
say to Chicago, and there the market may 
he glutted and as a result his fruit, if 
it is put up at auction may go at $1 or 
$1.50 a box, or considerably below the 
Los Angeles prices. Do not think, how­ 
ever, that I am attempting to decry the 
orange business. In my opinion if it is 
properly handled it ia the most profitable 
industry iri Southern California. Al­ 
though as I have said the Florida grow­ 
ers can underbid us,there is one element 
that they can never get, and that is qual­ 
ity, for our productions have long since 
had the palm of excellence awarded to 
them. I remember one instance last 
year where a Tustin shipper refused 
$2.75 a box for his fruit as it stood on 
the track, and his judgment was wise, 
for his shipment of 280 boxes was sold 
in Chicago for $1,496, an average of $3.20 
a box.”

CHARGED WITH FORGERY. 
H enry M oeller Captured After 
I,one Scarcli. 
A restaurant cook by the name of 
Henry Mueller was arrested yesterday 
morning on a charge of forgery. He gave 
the name of Herman Pfuetzner to the 
arresting officer, and he also rejoices in 
another alias of John Boeder. 
Some time ago he was in the employ 
of N. N. Morgan, who was running a 
restaurant on Main street. Morgan was 
in the habit of paying his employes 
with checks, and in this way Mueller be­ 
came familiar with the signature. On 
the 4th of last August it is said 
he tried the experiment of rais­ 
ing money by drawing a check for 
$20 in his own favor on the First Na­ 
tional Bank and signed it with Morgan’s 
name. He passed it over the bar to 
Henry Weiderman, who has a Baloon on 
Main and Arcadia streets, and received 
the cash ior it. 
Elated by the success of the scheme, 
he immediately repeated it. this time 
trying a little finesse by picking out a 
new name for himself. A second check 
was executed on the same bank, this 
time for $15, and drawn in favor of John 
Boeder. On the back he endorsed it 
with the name of John Rider, thus mis­ 
spelling the name he had adopted. 
Nevertheless, he managed to get cash for 
it from another saloon-keeper by the 
name ^jf Emil Waldeck. 
The checks passed throngh various 
hands and finally turned up at the Gpnk, 
where they were promptly thrown out eh 
forgeries by one of Mr. Spence’s sharp­ 
eyed tellers. The police immediately 
began a search for the forger, and yester­ 
day he was caught in a restaurant on 
South Main street. He confessed that 
he was the man who passed the checks, 
but declares that he obtained them from 
other persons.

Th* fact that Gen. H arrison’s Private 
Secretary is an Englishman probably 
explains the extraordinary num ber of 
trivial announcements of the President­ 
' elect’s movements and moods with which 
the wires groan. 
Mr. Halford doubtless 
thinks that court usages ought to prevail 
in the United States. If he cannot 6et 
■p the right divine of kings in this 
blarsted, bloody country, he can at least 
torn the American newspapers into Court 
Journals, don’t you know. The General 
would do well to give this natural born 
flnnky a hint th at he is in Ameiica. 


T h e r e is no excuse for the condition 
of some of our principal crossings during 
the present storm. 
It seems to have 
been the rule, instead of the exception, 
to omit storm drains leading to the 
sewers at the intersections of streets that 
have been paved. The result is that the 
water daring such a storm as we are now 
having accumulates as it progresses, 
until it becomes a sm all river by the 
time it reaches Spring and Main streets. 
No street should be accepted by the city 
unless storm-drains connecting with the 
■ewers have been put in at the crossings. 


It is amusing, in view of the exagger­ 
ated talk about the high price of lands 
in Los Angeles county, to note the fig­ 
ures asked for those offered for sale by 
the San Fernando Land and W ater Com­ 
pany and Mr. J . B. Lankershim . The 
splendid wheat crops of that valley have 
been a m atter of notoriety for years past. 
We have known instances of men who 
have leased lands in th a t valley and who 
have realired competencies thereby in 
two or three years. Thirty and forty 
sacks of barley to the acre have been 
harvested on them year after year. 
Yet 
they are scheduled at prices ranging from 
|35 an acre upwards, according to loca­ 
tion. The same thing holds trae of other 
portions of Lo? Angeles county. 


The San Francisco Alta makes an ex­ 
haustive showing of building operations 
in th at city for th e past year. 
The 
aggregate of all buildings of all sorts and 
classes and of all improvements made on 
old buildings is $6,255,220. 
For the past 
nine years the aggregates are shown to 
range a t from $1,754,435 in 1880 to 
$7,043,999 in 1885 in the 
Bay City. 
It may seem strange but the H e r a l d 
has a complete exhibit of building oper­ 
ations in Los Angeles for the past year 
which just eclipses those of San Fran­ 
cisco. 
The figure is $9,455,553 for the 
Angelic City, fully fifty per cent, more 
than her big rival can claim for the past 
year, and $2,000,000 more than her best 
performance in a decade.

between Secretary Bayard and the dip­ 
lomatic authorities of Germany concern­ 
ing

Samoan 
Islands it clearly 
appears that the dignity of the govern­ 
ment of the U nited States and the rights 
of American citizens wore steadily kept 
in view. 
Mr. Cleveland’s administration 
has not attem pted to play a Jingo rdle; 
and, under the circumstances, it would 
have been highly injudicious, not to say 
ridiculous, if it had. 
W hile we have the 
beginnings oí a serviceable navy, it 
would have been highly absurd to have 
acted as if w hat is in futuro were in 
prasenti. I t is very questionable w hether 
it is at any tim e expedient to play the 
bully. 
Sbakspeare tells us that it is 
noble to have a giant’s strength but 
ignoble to use it like a giant. 
But to pos 
turize offensively without the means to en­ 
force the vaporinga of Bobadil would have 
beeu beneath contempt. 
That this coun­ 
try' could within a few weeks buy a navy 
which would enable us to withstand Ger­ 
m any a t least, is probably true. 
The 
circumstanoes as presented, however, 
would scarcely justify our government in 
going to enormous expense to interfere 
in th e squabbles 
of Tamasese and 
Malietoa as to which of these barbarians 
should rule over some 35,000 naked 
savages. Consular agents placed in out- 
of-the-way nooks of the world are too 
apt, in many cases, to fancy themselves 
invested with the supreme prerogatives 
of th e Congress of the United States, 
and to imagine that declaring war is one 
of their high and m ighty privileges. 
Mr. Cleveland, in his retaliation message,

Isthm us, for the protection of the lives 
and properties of American citizens. It 
cannot be truthfully said that any effort 
has been wanting during the past three 
years and a half to maintain the dignity 
and rights of Americans. 
There have 
been Republican adm inistrations as to 
which 
this could not be truthfully 
claimed. 
Strangely enough, the moet 
oonspicuous instance of the surrender of 
the American name occurred under 
G rant, a soldier! 
Most readers of news­ 
papers rem ember the seizure of the 
steam er Virginias by the Spanish au­ 
thorities in Cuban waters, and the butch­ 
ery of American citizens by Burriel, the 
Spanish com mandant in Cnba, whish 
followed. Citizens of the United States 
were shot down like dogs, and the 
slaughter was only stopped by the Ad­ 
miral of the English fleet threatening to 
turn his guns loose on the Spanish forces. 
Yet, notw ithstanding this atrocious out­ 
rage, which violated every law of God 
and m an, and every prescription of in­ 
ternational usages,

G rant’s Secretary of State, made a very 
mild 
and perfunctory 
representation 
abouc,it to the Spanish Government. The 
M adrid authorities contented themselves 
with a very scant apology, no damages 
were exacted and the affair was allowed 
to drop. 
But that was by no means all 
W ithin a m onth of the occurrence Burriel 
was promoted! The solution of this 
pusillanimous episode was to be found in 
the fact that Mr. Sidney W ebster, Mr. 
F ish’s son-in-law, was the special counsel 
of the Spanish Government in the United 
States, retained at a salary of $30,000 a 
year. 
Democrats can take a just pride in the 
fact that their resumption of power, after 
an exclusion of twenty-five years, was 
signalized by a re-assertion, in the face 
of the world, of the old-time dignity of 
American citizenship, and that no scan­ 
dal whatsoever has attached itself to the 
diplomatic service of the United States 
since M r.

A Bill to Incorporate the “ M ilitary 
Order of A m erica.” — It Will 
Unite the “ Blue and the G ray.” 


E v e r y t h in g is not lovely in the Sen­ 
ate tariff bill, as the following rem arks 
made by Senator Stanford in a late inter­ 
view show : 
If the Republicans desire to reduce the 
revenue they can make a sufficient re­ 
duction by takingoff the internal revenue 
tax ou tobacco end whisky. It would 
certainly be better for the country to re­ 
lieve these two domestic industries from 
the burden of taxation than to destroy or 
cripple the manufacture of sugar. 
Mr. Stanford does not mince his word9, 
but announces that he will not support 
the measure. 
He does not approve of 
the reduction of the duty on oranges and 
other California semi-tropical fruits, to 
inure to the ben»-fit of the orchardists 
and vineyardists of Spain, Italy, Mexico, 
the W est Indies and the islands of the 
Pacific. 
In approving the takiDg the 
duty off whisky he stands squarely in 
line with the Chicago platform on which 
Mr. Harrison was elected. 
As the Cali­ 
fornia Senator it- one of the most influen­ 
tial Republicans in the U nited States, it 
is by no means certain that the Re­ 
publican Senate bill will ever reach 
the Houee. 
Should this prove to be the 
case it would not be the first tim e this 
railway magnate has flown the track of 
party and acted on his own individual 
initiative. 
His voting for the confirma­ 
tion of Mr. Justice Lamar was a conspic­ 
uous case in point.

N a sh y jl l e, December 2 2 .—A special 
to the American from Montvallo, Ala., 
says: Near this place last Thursday a 
Negro boy made a criminal assault on a 
white girl, but she escaped from him 
before be accomplished his purpose. 
Yesterday several Negroes were arrested 
and when taken before the girl she iden­ 
tified one of them as the party who as­ 
saulted her. Last night a ’ crowd of 
Negroes led by John W hite, a colored 
desperado, surrounded the house where 
the constable and posse were guarding the 
prison. 
White called one of tbe guardB 
out in the yard aDd dem anded to see 
the warrant on which they were holding 
the Negro. 
The white man called out to 
a companion in the H ouse: “ H and me 
that double-barrelled w arrant lying on 
the bed.” 
At this the Negroes opened 
fire, which was promptly returned by 
the whites, and about a hundred shots 
were 
exchanged. 
John 
W hite, the 
leader of the Negroes, and several of his 
men were wounded. 
The Negroes then 
fled, taking the wounded with them 
No farther trouble is anticipated.

W a sh in g t o n , December 2 2 .— The Star 
says an early vote upon the Henate Tariff 
bill will probably change tbe plans of the 
House Ways and Means Committee. 
They did not expect the bill to come to 
them until very late in the session, if at 
all, and were calculating upon pigeon 
holing it in committee. 
There was some 
discontent at this prospect among some 
of the Southern men, representing dis­ 
tricts that feel oppressed by the Internul 
Revenue laws, and there is a growing 
dem and that som ething be done. 
Men 
representing tobacco districts insist upon 
the repeal of the tobacco tux. 
Besides, 
the Democratic num bers of the Ways 
and M eaos Committee are not satisfied 
with the way their collengues in the 
Senate are letting the Util go through. 
It is probable, therefore, they will take 
up tbe bill when it comes to them and 
prepare a critical report upon it, with the 
recommendation 
of 
non-concurrence. 
They will not quite decide as to their 
course. 
The same paper says it may be defi­ 
nitely stated 
that the committee of 
Southern Republicans of the H ome will 
not present any name to Mr. Harrison 
for a Cabinet appointment. Tnere is 
one thing they ate going to undertake 
that they think of vital importance to the 
party in the South, and that is to “ turn 
down” the men who hang about Wash­ 
ington as “ professional” Southern Re­ 
publicans. 
“ W hat we w ant,” said the 
Star's inform ant, “ is to get men who can 
be Republicans without ceasing to be 
Southorn men ; who can advance our in­ 
terests and advocate genuine Republican 
principles, while retaining the respect of 
their people and rem aining in sympathy 
with them.

HILITAKV ORDER OF AiUEHICA. 


A P atriotic O rganization Wtioec 
F r o i D c r t u i Look» Well on Paper. 
W a sh in g t o n , December 22.—A bill to 
incorporate the M ilitary Order of Amer­ 
ica, introduced in the House last week 
by General Joseph Wheeler, nam es forty- 
three incorporators. 
Thirty-seven ol 
these are well known citizens of tbe Dis­ 
trict of Columbia, one of Maine, one of 
New York, two of M aryland, one of Ten­ 
nessee and one in command of United 
States troops at Denver.

Section 2 of the bill provides th at the 
object, purposes and powers of the cor 
poration shall he limited to the erection 
and provision of a Memorial Building at 
the National capital that shall be/i suit­ 
able monum ent to the valor, patriotism 
and fidelity of the American soldier and 
sailer since the day of George Washing­ 
ton, and the establishm ent therein of a 
war ninsenm and library ; to perfect the 
fraternization of Appomattox, perpetuate 
th e memories of heroic deeds, strengthen 
the renewed bonds of union between the 
S tates; to educate their children 
bo as 
forever to insure the Nation from the 
peril of another civil war from any cause, 
and promote a purpose fraternal, loyal 
and historical, and in no sense partisan. 
The order, it is said, will consist of men 
who were regularly enlisted or mustered in 
in either of the contending arm ies dur­ 
ing the war, their sous who have reached 
th e required age and such patriotic citi- 
zeus as desire to contribute to its success. 
One-half of all admission fees aud fixed 
dues from mem bers to go to a building: 
fund, to be used first for the erection of 
the memorial building until completed, 
and then for the creation of a war 
museum and library. It is not proposed 
to ask Congress for anything more than 
a perpetual charter, permission to erect 
the building upon the public reservations 
and one c ’py of all books sent by pub­ 
lishers to the Congressional Library.

family physicians to find m any patients 
slaves to the habit, and their arm s and 
sometimes their entire bodies covered 
with scars made by the injections. 
When their physicians discover the re­ 
result and forbid the future use of the 
drag he says they not infrequently change 
doctors and lie in order to obtain medi­ 
cal permission to continue their course. 
It is not unusual, according to him , for 
them to go to a strange physician and 
represent themeelves as from the country 
and in sore need of relief by means of 
opiom in some form. 
Under these cir­ 
cumstances, the relator says, he always 
insists on seeing their arm s. In nine such 
cases out of ten he finds evidences of hy­ 
podermic injections, and refuses their re­ 
quest. 
He claims that the habit is tak- 
iug such hold upon the people that it can 
only be checked by the combined effort 
of the physicians and legislators,and that 
unless it is firmly taken in hand it will 
work as much ruin as does liquor. 
It seems th at women are more ad­ 
dicted to this debasing habit than men, 
for several reasons. To start with, men 
have other stim ulents, as liquor and to­ 
bacco, and again women can obtain 
m orphine more secretly than they can 
liquor, and consume it without showing 
so much of its effects. There is no need 
here to dilate upon the horror with 
which 
this wretched practice brings 
■upon its victims. 
Nothing which science 
or ingenuity has discovered to the world

The proof reader is to blame for it a ll! 
Where the writer has said th at the proof 
reader wae “ a benefactor to his race,” it 
baa appeared as “ a benighted scape­ 
grace ;” when he has called him the 
“ salt of the earth,” it comes to the sur­ 
face as “ scnm of the ea rth ;” when he 
has spoken of the “ ease and comfort” a 
good proof reader gives him , he is made 
to say an “ escaped convict;” and when 
he has referred to the proof reader’s 
“saintly grace,” the public first learns 
of it as a “ snake 
in 
the grass.” 
That is why nothing lias ever appeared 
in print in praise of the proof reader. 
And if the proof reader desires to speak 
a good word for him self and his kind 
the editor save: “ At this rate the barber 
will 
be defending 
his talking; the 
mother-in-law will clamor for a hearing; 
the plum ber will be piping up in bis 
own behalf; the Chinese laundryman 
claiming a right to live an honest and 
cleanly life, and turkeys speak their 
mind about Thanksgiving. 
W hat is tne 
world coming to ?” However, since the 
proof reader has been graciously allowed 
to have his sav, it is perhaps worth 
while, as a mild amusement, to hear 
how he puts his case. In the first place 
he says that an editor intent upon his 
work is almost alwavs stupidly careless 
about his hand-writing. 
He cannot 
break the flow of hiB magnificent thought 
to dot his “ i’s” and croBS his “ t ’s.” 
And for spelling he don’t care a con­ 
tinental. 
H is 
grammar 
he 
makes 
himself. 
Each editor 
on 
the staff 
has a peculiar penmanship. 
Borne 
have a sprawling fist that the devil 
couldn’t decipher, let alone his represen­ 
tative, the maligned proof reader. 
The 
proof reader takes a piece of manuscript 
and proof and tries to catch the purport 
of the editor’s thought. 
He has scarcely 
done so when in comes another mass of 
proof and manuscript of an entirely dif­ 
ferent character, and a new thread has 
to be picked up. This is not for a mo­ 
m ent, but all night, all the week, all the 
year. 
After puzzling himself until he is 
half blind, his brain weary and work 
pushing upon him incessantly, a let­ 
ter may be left out or 
a comma 
inserted in the 
wrong place, when 
slam-bang 
goes 
a 
volley 
at 
the 
proofreader! An editor will scold a 
proof reader for some trifling oversight, 
when that same night the proof reader 
had corrected an 
historical blunder 
which would have covered the editor 
with confusion if the error bad seen the 
ligbt. The proof reader has heard many 
an editor brag of his penm anship, and 
when his manuscript has been sent to him 
because it was unreadable, he himself was 
unable to readily decipher it. It would 
be well to have a proof readers’ union 
formed, the members of which should 
agree to ruin editors by letting the world 
see their blunders and inaccuracies. And 
then the intelligent compositor! 
He 
guesses at spelling and his figures boxes 
are always dirty. 
He will follow copy— 
yea! follow it out of the window—rather 
than correct an obvious error. To think, 
on his part, would be a crim e; as for 
using the least judgment, God forbid is 
his motto. Hinc ilia lacrymce of a long- 
suffering proof reader. 
[Our proof reader evidently thinks 
he knows what he is talking about. 
W hat be s^ys at the beginning and the 
end of his defense is probably true. The 
rest of his remonstrance is open to ar­ 
gument.—Eds. H erald.] 
Note.—The proof reader was much 
surprised when the proof of his “ plaint” 
came in to find this addendum, which 
some compositor had with forethought 
followed the text. 
Dear P roof R eader—I 
have 
read 
your plaint with a great deal of interest, 
for I know th at next to us (the com­ 
positors),you are the most abused person 
connected with a newspaper office. 
But 
judge of my surprise to find in your 
closing sentences that instead of taking 
up the cudgel in our defense, you use it 
to belabor us. I adm it as gospel truth 
all you say of the editors, and add that the 
half has not been told, but I think your 
arguments in your own defense are bet­ 
ter used in defense of the compositors. 
W hen the copy and proof reach your 
desk, the former has passed through the 
hands of the ‘‘intelligent compositor,” 
and if he has not succeeded in getting the 
“ magnificent flow” through his head, 
he has at least made a manly struggle to 
master it. 
If you encounter difficulties 
in “ catching the purport of the editor’s 
thoughts” when you have a proof and 
the 
copy 
of 
the article complete 
before vou, please consider the difficulties 
of the r‘i. c.” who gets about three pages 
of it at a time, and frequently com­ 
mences at the middle of a sentence, or 
worse, the middle of a word (our fore­ 
man alwayB cuts copy on divided words), 
and is compelled to hunt up the preced­ 
ing “ take” to assist him in deciphering 
the first few characters. To you the story 
is complete, but the “ i. c.” may “ dum p” 
a “ pan” of real estate transfers, and 
then plunge into the midst of a lead er; 
next, 
a criticism 
of some event at 
the opera 
house, 
the nam es 
of 
the performers and characters as fa­ 
m iliar 
to 
him 
as 
Gaelic, 
and 
written so carefully that the writer would 
have to refer to the printed programme 
to name them. Next might come a score 
or more lines from the Tariff bill, “ begin 
even and end even,” and then a scrap of 
local, and he will perhaps discover when 
the proof comes back that the reporter 
has spelled the proper names as many 
different ways as the article is divided 
into “ takes.” “ This is not for a moment, 
but all night, all the week, all the year,” 
excepting the occasional “ nights off” he 
takes to rest his weary m ind and body. 
To him the story is never complete, 
unless he takes the time to connect the 
fragments by reading the paper next 
morning. 
The errors that are corrected by the 
“ i. c.” are manifold, and if the copy was 
followed in all its inaccuracies, and ap­ 
peared in the daily print, the public 
would soon decide that there are “ only a 
few 
of 
us 
left.” 
I 
don’t 
at­ 
tem pt 
to 
apologize for 
the 
mal­ 
formations of sentences (as cited in 
your opening lines), further than to say 
they often look more like anything else 
than what they are intended for, or per­ 
haps two “ i. c.’s” may have labored in 
their construction (or misconstruction) 
in separate “ takes.” Further, it is a 
truth that no one has ever attem pted to 
refute, that the irrepressible “ sub” íb 
the one who mixes the figure boxes. 
Let me assure you that we all pity 
yoa, but please do not forget the sym ­ 
pathy always due your deserving but 
much-abused co-laborer, the 
“ Intelligent Compositor.” 
[One of the despised college-bred edi­ 
tors says: The explanation of all the 
trouble is that the proof-readers are all 
printers too slow to make a living at 
their trade, and most of the editors are 
the poorest of the proof-readers who 
failed to make the riffle at that business.]

L o n d o n , D ecem ber 22.—In th e H ouse 
oi Lorde last n ig h t, th e E arl of Dun- 
rav en , speaking on th e

den t, s a id : “ S urely it w ould h av e been 
m ore dignified on our p a rt an d m ore 
w orthy of our position to h av e tak e n no 
notice of a m atter w hich, as th e P rim e 
M inister early rem ark ed , is no m atter 
affecting th e tw o nations. 
In th e case of 
som e foreign pow ers a different consid­ 
eration w ould again affect ua, b u t our 
relatio n s w ith th e U nited S tates are 
p eculiar. 
W e u se th e word ‘foreign’ 
tow ard them because th ere is no other 
su itab le expression, b u t I am lo ath to 
use th e term tow ard th e 
g reat R e­ 
public. 
T he U nited 
States 
is, dip­ 
lom atically speaking, a foreign power, 
b u t sh e can n ev er be a foreign lan d to us. 
H e r citizens are m ainly m en of th e sam e 
race and lineage as ourselves, having th e 
sam e n am es, speaking th e cam e tongue, 
w orshipping u n d er th e sam e form s of 
religion an d living u nder th e sam e com­ 
m on law . 
T h eir in stitu tio n s, though 
diffeiing, are very sim ilar in th eir integ­ 
ral respects to our ow n, a n d are founded 
on th e sam e love of lib erty and law and 
capacity for self-governm ent. 
I t is im ­ 
possible to look upon such people as 
foreigners, though one is obliged 
to 
speak of th eir country as a foreign 
pow er. 
Of all civilized n ations we alone 
can understan d th e U nited S tates, a n d she 
alone can u n d erftan d us in respect to 
difficulties in separable from a sy stem of 
p arty governm ent. Any m isu n d erstan d ­ 
ing arisin g betw een us w ould be held to 
be m ost d eplorable by a v ast m ajority of 
all th in k in g m en on both sides of the 
A tlantic. 
I fear th a t speaking of th e cir­ 
cu m stances as belonging to th e history 
of electioneering m ay h av e h ad an irri­ 
tatin g effect upon public opinion 
in 
A m erica. 
Be th a t as it m ay, it ip certain 
th a t any longer delay in filling up Lord 
S ackville’s place is* liable to be m isun­ 
derstood 
by 
th e 
A m erican 
people. 
I 
hold 
it 
to 
be 
our 
first duty 
to avoid 
th e possibility of 
anything 
th a t m ay lead to a w ant of sincere friend­ 
sh ip betw een th is, th e m o th er country, 
an d h e r colonies, and after tlia t I con­ 
sider it our d u ty to avoid any such possi­ 
bilities betw een th e U n ited S tates and 
ourselves.

H o w H r. C levelan d T reats H is Op­ 
p on en ts a n d Vice V ersa. 
The nomination by the President of 
Mr. Bailey to be United States District 
Attorney for Indiana has been used by 
the Republican press to raise the ques­ 
tion of courtesy against Mr. Cleveland. 
It is said that Mr. Beijpy, who is a 
lawyer in good standing in Indianapolis, 
during the campaign made use of Mr. 
Harrison’s public record respecting his 
attitude 
toward 
labor organizations 
This was personally offensive to Mr. 
Harrison, and therefore it is claimed 
that Mr. Bailey should not have been 
appointed to a Federal office. 
i t is knowu that we discourage indirec 
tion and allegation and untruthfulne** 
and personalities in a political campaign 
But let us see by what right Republicans 
raise the issue now made upon the 
President. 
. 
In 1884 he was apsailed without m an­ 
ners of mercy. The assaults were not 
whispered; they were howled. 
They 
were not distributed by le tte r; they were 
printed in the public press. They soon 
roused the spirit of retaliation. 
An 
editor in Augusta, Maine, Blaine's home, 
copied the epitaph from the lompstone of 
his first born, showing by the date of its 
birth, compared with the date of its par­ 
ents’ marriage, that it was born out of 
wedlock. An editor in Indianapolis used 
this material. Then followed the usual 
evasive 
and 
mistaken 
policy 
of 
Mr. 
Blaiue as to all 
developments 
of his personal record, and at last ap­ 
peared the doable marriage theory, his 
suit for libel against the Indianapolis 
editor, with Mr. Harrison as attorney 
for the distinguished plaintiff, and the 
final dismissal of that suit upon Mr. 
Blaine declaring in a letter that he would 
not get justice in Indiana. The provo­ 
cation in the attack upon Cleveland and 
the retaliation upon Blaine made up a 
brutal chapter in American 
politics, 
The m atter was all an intolerable oflense 
against the decencies of politics, and was 
so considered by right-minded men]of all 
politics. 
Mr. Cleveland became President, and 
early among the suitors for Federal 
office came the two Democrats most con­ 
spicuous in the counter attack upon Mr 
Blaine. The President, with a gallantry 
which should have touched all men, and 
with a motive looking to the cleansing of 
politics, that was to make it safer for 
clean men to take part in public affairs, 
refused to appoint either of them , put­ 
ting his'refusal plainly upon the ground 
that he would not reward men for that 
kind of w ork; saying, in terms, that the 
scandal had been to the sorrow and 
humiliation of Mrs. Blaine and her chil­ 
dren, and he would bind up their 
wounded self-respect and stricken feel­ 
ings, as far as in him lay 
This closed the incident, to the infinite 
credit of the President as an actor in it. 
The lesson he taught was effective 
upon his own party. 
In the campaign 
of 1888 it respected scrupulously the 
decencies of discussion and the rights of 
personal character and the privacies of 
domestic life, if for no higher reason, 
because its members knew that the op­ 
posite course promised no recognition 
nor reward if the President were re­ 
elected. 
Its attitude of propriety was 
not a public posturing merely, to be nul­ 
lified by the opposite in private. Its en­ 
ergies were thrown entirely into consid 
ering the great public issues whicn it 
was believed would determine the result..

“ Every woman of fashion,” he con 
tinned, “ looks most carefully to the kind 
of shoes and slippers she takes out of 
town with her. No m atter if her feet 
are not classical, if her shoes and stock­ 
ings are stylish and fit well she looks 
well. 
Imagine a pair of worn shoes rest­ 
ing on a carriage cushion, peeping from 
beneath a gown of gossamer silk or lace, 
as the owner rode along the bluffs at 
Long Branch.” 
“ flow much money does the average 
woman of fashion spend on her summer 
shoes?” 
“ 1 couldn’t say exactly, but she must 
a t least have a pair of walking shoes, 
with extension soles and patent leather 
tips, you know ; a pair of carriage shoes 
o f fine French kid, bronze slippers for 
evening wear, crimson or yellow slippers 
for the morning, black ties for piazza 
promenades and as many pairs of fancy 
shoes and slippers as she can afford.

generally.” 
An exquisite pair of bridal slippers in 
heavy white satin, worked in white crys­ 
tals and pearls to im itate orange blos­ 
soms, were shown, and a novel slipper 
for bridesm aids, made out of yellow 
satin and embroidered in yellow crystal 
buttercups and pink clovers, the latter in 
glass work.

Mrs. Potter, who it is said has not pretty 
feet, has taken to wearing expensive 
shoes. A pair ordered in town, just be­ 
fore she sailed, cost $18, and they were 
only plain patent leather. 
Mrs. Langtry, who has even larger 
feet than Mrs. Potter, was seen recently 
in a pair of bronze shoes with patent 
leather tips, which cost her $25.

There is something mysterious about 
spiritualism , which we can none of us 
explain, and yet so strongly are the ma- 
jori"jr of us impregnated with skepticism 
than we are unwilling to accept as a fact 
even that demonstration which we see 
with our eyes.
